Penns to supervise such gangs? There 
are only about.19 European wardors on 
the staff, and two of them, I believe, are 
now on: leave, which: leaves 17 men t 

work an overcrowded. prison. ; 

“It has been suggested that Indian 

warders should be armed with rifles and 
placed in chargo of these gangs, but what 
the majority of these warders know about. 
shooting they will soon forget, for they 
get very little practice with the rifle. 
"Phe warder is the poorest paid and 
hardest worked man‘ in the Civil Service 
of the Colony. He gets only one Bunday 
off in two, and every second Saturday 
afternoon. He starts work ono day, at 
5.30 a.m. and finishes at 6 pm, being 
allowed about 34 ‘hours for meats.’ On, 
alternate: daya he starts at 6.15 a.m. 
and knocks off at 5 p.m., his meal time 
being 2} hours. For this work he is paid 
the princely sum of £06 a year, and by 
annual increments of £1 continucs on the 
upgrade until he reaches £120 a year, 
at which salary ho sorves yenr after year 
until some of hia seniors die, thereby 
paving the way to promotion, 

“Tf not on leave ho has to bo in 
quarters at 10.15 pom.; if on leave, by | 
midnight. A warder’s life in the prison 
is nearly as bad ay a prisoner's, and, 
although on the same class of work, few. 
of the men ean trust, one another. Is it 
tu be wondered at, then, that so many 
Europeans desertt I think it would. 
surprise the general public to learn how 
many have resigned and. deserted during 
the last six years, "~~ 

“No donbt' the leave after 5 years and 
§ months’ service is’ good, but how many 
men have the pleasure of taking that 
well-earned holiday?’ The man who 
setves that time under the prevailing 
conditions is a hero, and’ doserves the 
Victoria Cross. Compare the warder’s 
work, for which he draws about $90 a 
month, with that of the police, and the 
subordinates in the’ P.W.D. ‘and the 
Sanitary, Department, who draw any- 
thing from $100 to $200 a month, and in | 
some instances more. Tees 

“Again, take a comparison with 
Singapore. Thore - cach warder has 
quarters of his own and draws £140 3 
year For the first year; £150 for the 
second ; £160 for the’ third ; £170: for the 
fourth ; £180 for the sixth; and £200 for 
the eighth year’s service. Also, wardera 
are allowed to marry, and get. respectable 
quarters to live in. Under such condi-

The Canton corroapendant of the Ohina 
Presa (an American Paper published ‘in 
Shanghai) wrote at the beginning of the 
month on the alleged authority of “one 
connected with the Coimission of For: 
cign Affairs’ that “no friondly negotia- 
tion can bo carried on ‘between. the 
British and Canton Governments under 
Present conditions.” My, J, W, Jamie- 
son, the British Consul-General, ig 
accused by: the Commissioner of Foroign 
Affairs with having used inaulting 
Janguage in official communications, ox- 
pressing opinions on, the personal 
qualifications . Of. certain officials, 
criticising ‘officially tha: Policy of the 
administration in financial affairs and 
questioning the official circle ag to their 
knowledge of vlementary economics, It 
is also charged that the Consul interfered 
with the local administration of justice, 

The correspondent, who ia apparently 
acting ag the mouthpiece of the Chinese 
officials in the matter, wrote :— 

The direct cause of ithe breach of 
relatzons ‘oetween the “Consul and the 
Commissioner of Foreign Affairs here is 
due to the Hu Tim case at Shameen, Ho 
Tim was accused.of.atiault and battery 
on complaint of Carlowitz & Company, 
a German firm at Shameen, Ho Tim was 
arrested, tried, ‘and sentenced by the 
British consular. court, | 
treaty, the British Consul should havo 
delivered tho accused to Chinose author}- 
ties for trial, as a consular court ja for 
the trial of foreigners under extra- 
territoriality, When his attention was 
called to this fact _by the. Canton Govorn- 
ment, the British Consul delayed its 
reply for some time and finally asked for 
a mixed court to retry tho case, - Of 
course the Canton Government could not 
consent to have its citizens tried by a 
foreign court. Instead of ‘surrendering 
the peiboncs to the Canton Government, 
the Consulate released him.

CONSUL-GENERAL JAMIESON'S. ViEWs, 
Consul-General Jamieson said that he 
had been in the service for twenty-five 
years and has had. intercourse with the 
highest and. wisest Chineso officials, but 
never had been thus treated. He would 
not surrender, an accused Chinese to the 
Canton, Government now because it has 
shown in previous-cases that: tthe. Chinese 
authorities were inefficient to deal. with 
those arrested. - Many accused persons 
arrested. at, Shameen had -been discharged 
by Chinese courts. Moreover, the. pre- 
sent methods of adininistoring | justice 
are not in accord with those in’ other 
countries and some persons have been 
wrongly executed, the. Consul!-General 
believes. He is afraid: of turning’ per- 
sons over to Chinese authorities.
